U.S. Barracks Stoned 
Viet Mobs Sack, 
Burn Buildings

worst outbreak of organized ri­ 
oting in South Viet Nam since 
last summer.

Several hundred students sup­ 
porting the government sacked 
and burned the Student Union 
building in Saigon in a counter-, 
demonstration. 
In Da Nang, South Viet Nam’s 
second largest city, more than 
1,000 howling youths stoned a 
U.S. enlisted men’s barracks as, 
antigovernment demonstrations1 
took an increasingly anti-Ameri­ 
can tone. 
A grenade exploded at the 
height of the not. seriously in­

demonstrators. 
There were no American casu­ 
alties. Another blast a short 
time later killed a woman. 
The 30 or more Americans in 
the barracks fired shots into the 
air to scare off the demonstra­ 
tors as rocks smashed windows. 
The mob then attacked a 
nearby Roman Catholic village 


and set a house afire. Villagers 
moved out of their houses to de­ 
fend themselves while t h e i r 
women carried children and be­ 
longings to a waterfront pier. 
After the fire, mob leaders 
called for a withdrawal. But 
some rioters slipped back into 
the village and set two more 
houses aflame. 
Another grenade exploded as 
the rioters pulled back. A maid 
working at the enlisted man’s 
barracks was wounded and died 
soon afterwards. 
More Americans are stationed 
in Da Nang, on the South China 
Sea, than anywhere else in 
the country, except Saigon. 
As in the earlier disorders, po­ 
lice stood by without interfer­ 
ing. Firemen doused the flames 
before they could wreck the 
building but the interior was 
ruined.

Miss Adam.s. who supervises 
the production of all American 
coinage, is a very interested 
party to a phenomenom that has 
racked .some sections of the 
country — the lack <if small 
change. 
One of the reasons, along with 
the ever-increasing use of vend­ 
ing machines, 
automattc 
toll 
gates, and I'aimdries, etc., is 
an urgency within the public to 
put aside 1964 coinage, in quant­ 
ity, in anticipation that time 
will greatly enhance its present 
face value. 
No one knows, of course, how 
much 1964 coinage, as well as 
coins of recent years, the spec­ 
ulators have cached away. Rut 
it’s agreed that the demand, 
which has been great enough to 
drive pric^ over face value, has 
taken a large proportion of 
.small change out of common 
circulation. 
For that matter, it is com­ 
mon talk among coin dealers 
tliat a portion of 1964 coinage 
never is thrown directly into 
the public’s hands because per­ 
sons in strategic positiorLs-—bank 
clerks, .say — channel new 
change. ju.st received from a 
U.S. mint, to dealers.

Some dealers thiok the de­ 
mand IS so msatiable tii« t this 
action would do little good;

selling by large holders would 
collapse tlie inflated prices.

come more and more apparent 
in the w e e k s and months 
ahead, Is that Coldwater, not 
Johnson, will occupy the center 
of the stage. People will be for 
him and against him. Few will 
be for or against LBJ. 
The man from Arizona 
has 
color. He typifies force and posi­ 
tive opinions. He creates burn­ 
ing issues. He evokes emotion, 
passionate dedication or implac­ 
able opposition among all Amer­ 
icans. To put it mildly, he is 
interesting. A great amount of 
the talk among citizens will be 
about him. 
Johnson is a gray but substan­ 
tial alternative. Nobody gets ex­ 
cited about him. To those who 
prefer him. he represents what 
they believe to be safety, re­ 
liability, responsibility. 
He is the man in the blue 
serge suit who, except for the 
fact that he is president, gets 
lost in a crowd. 


HOWEVER he may contrive 
to win .support by his innumer­ 
able public appearances, what­ 
ever announcements he may 
make of good news or public 
benefits, he cannot keep people's 
minds off What his opponent is, 
or proposes, or does. 
He represents an old. well­ 
known establishment which may 
comfort and satisfy but not stir 
vivid interest. 
The very crowds from which 
his margin of advantage may 
come cannot respond with en­ 
thusiasm For his own personal­ 
ity, 
his 
Texas 
ranch 
back­ 
ground, his record as a shrewd 
parliamentarian are of anoth­ 
er place and another civilization. 
There is no kinship between 
him and the crowded cities of 
the North and East. He is of the 
boundless open spaces which 
come to most of us only in the 
endless TV westerns. 
His habitat is far from the 
“maddening crowd” where, his 
calculations tell him, the votes 
are that he must get to win. 
In the pre-convention fight in 
the Republican party 
it 
was 
Coldwater 
or 
anti-Goldwater 
all the way. Lodge. Rockefeller 
and finally Scranton were inci­ 
dental. 
People v o t e d according to 
their attitude toward Coldwater. 
Fear based upon alleged irre­ 
sponsibility was the sentiment 
Gold water's opponents sought to 
evoke. 


NOW THE DEMOC RATS are 
merely taking up this refrain 


from the defeated 
Republican 
aspirants. Nothing 
has shown 
this so much as the proceed­ 
ings before the Democratic plat­ 
form 
committee. 
Secretaries 
Rusk and McNamara fell into 
the anti-Gold water posture. 
The headlines after their testi­ 
mony all stressed their attacks 
on Coldwater. What they said 
hailing the virtues of their chief 
was overlooked. 
lf, as seems probable, 
this 
goes on, Gold water’s strategy 
is practically ready-made. What­ 
ever he says will draw their 
attack. 
As time goes on. the impres­ 
sion is created that the only 
function of Johnson is to save 
the nation from Coldwater. This 
rivets attention upon the chal­ 
lenger. What he says will be 
scanned 
for dangerous senti­ 
ments. But the important thing 
is that it will be scanned and 
absorbed by the electorate. 
What an opposition candidate 
needs most of all is attention 
Once he has won that, he can 
tell his story, present his views 
and hold the center of the stage 
This is not the usual pattern 
of presidential campaigns. Ban­ 
don. Willkie. and Dewey we.e 
attacking somebody. And the 
prominence this gave to Boose 
velt three times and 
Truman 
once was an advantage to them. 
Roosevelt and Truman attained 
the spotlight. Their opponents 
were merely voices in the back­ 
ground 


THIS PRIORITY of attention 
may or may not win the elec­ 
tion There have been occasions, 
such as the emergence of Wil­ 
liam .Jennings Bryan in 1896 and 
of Al Smith in 1928. when the 
m o r e 
interesting 
candidate 
failed of election. But in both 
cases the divisions in their party 
were far more serious than is 
present 
now 
in 
Coldwater* 
case 
So far as evoking emotional 
reactions is concerned. Goldwa- 
ter resembles TR during 
his 
presidency and 
FOR 
in 
his 
second, third and fourth cam­ 
paigns. 
lf Goldwater can, as he seems 
to be doing now. put Johnson 
and his administration squarely 
in a defensive posture, and if 
in so doing he can excite the 
anger and resentment 
of the 
President, the anticipated 
un­ 
derdog may become more and 
more formidable. 
It may. despite polls and pre­ 
dictions. be a close and thus a 
tremendously exciting contest.

Still fewer would go through 
the ordeal of comparing them 
point by point, even if they 
could, to check their accuracy, 
exaggerations and philosophy. 
Such a comparison, just to 
start, would require saving a 
copy of the Republican plat­ 
form, released almost six weeks

day. 
The Democrats, by producing 
their platform weeks after tile 
Republicans’ appeared have a 
tidy advantage: they have been 
able in many instances to try to 
answer the Republicans' com­ 
plaints point by point.

A.NSWER: Peop le wh o don't know about .sailboats are of­ 
ten alarmed, wh en th ey first go for a sail, to find th e boat tip ­ 
p ing sh arp ly over (.sailors call th is “ h eeling” ) wh en going 
across or into th e wind. Actually, sailboats are sup p osed to 
sail th is way. As th e boat h eels over, th e wind sp ilLs off th e 
sail (black arrows, up p er left) and so a moderate amount of 
h eel is a safety measure. Sailboats h ave oth er ways of p re­ 
venting th e h eeling from going too far. (up p er p icture) th e 
weigh t on th e bottom of th e keel tends to balance against th e 
force of th e wind on th e sail, and th e keel itself p ush es against 
th e water on its up p er side (black arrows). Boats of th is kind, 
designed for rough water, rarely cap size. Smaller sailboats, 
u.sed on calmer waters, often h ave a centerboard instead of a 
keel. Th is can be raised or lowered. Th ese boats are usually 
wide, wh ich means th e bottom, p ressing down, keep s th em 
from h eeling too far. As additional h elp , th e crew usually gets 
its weigh t up on th e windward side. If a strong p uff of wind 
comes, th e watch ful skip p er slacks out instantly on th e 
“sh eet” controlling th e sail and so p revents a cap size.

Q U E S T I O N : H ow do sailboats k ee p f r o m tipping o e e r ? 


A N SW ER: People who don't know about sailboats are of­ 
ten alarmed, when they first go for a sail, to find the boat tip­ 
ping sharply over isailors call this ‘ heeling ’) when going 
across or into the wind Actually, sailboats are supposed to 
sail this way. As the boat heels over, the wind spills off the 
sail (black arrows, upper lefti and so a moderate amount of 
heel is a safety measure Sailboats have other ways of pre­ 
venting the heeling from going too far. (upper picture) the 
weight on the bottom of the keel tends to balance against the 
force of the wind on the sail. and the keel itself pushes against 
the water on its upper side 'black arrows). Boats of this kind, 
designed for rough water, rarely capsize Smaller sailboats, 
used on calmer waters, often have a centerboard instead of a 
keel. This can be raised or lowered. These boats are usually 
wide, which means the bottom, pressing down, keeps them 
from heeling too far As additional help, the crew usually gets 
its weight up on the windward side lf a strong puff of wind 
comes, the watchful skipper slacks out instantly on the 
‘ sheet” controlling the sail and so prevents a capsize.
